I  bog  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  tho  year  1955. 

The  report  for  1954  was  not  submitted  before  my  appointment 
in  Juno,  1955,  and  to  malic  tho  records  complete  I have  appended 
relevant  statistics.  I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  Dr.  P.  Emmerson 
ny  predecessor,  for  the  information  he  has  given  mo.  ' 

Births  in  the  district  increased  by  12;  99  in  1955  against 
87  in  1954,  while  the  stillbirth  rate  rose  to  3 in  1955  compared  with 

2 in  the  previous  year.  This  stillbirth  rate  of  29. 41  per  1 000 
live  and  stillbirths  compares  with  the  national  rate  of  23.2. 

The  number  of  infants  dying  within  the  first  year  of  life 
was  nil,  and  this  is  extremely  satisfactory  when  one  compares 
previous  records  and  national  and  county  figures.  In  1954  in 
Amble, ^ 2 infants  died  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  20.20  per 
1,000  live  births.  The  rates  for  England  and  Wales  and  the  North- 
umberland County  in  1955  were  24.9  and  26.75  respectively. 

A jump  in  the  number  of  deaths  registered  during  1955 
from  47  or  a rate  of  9.79  par  1,000  of  tho  population  in  1954,  to 
a total  of  63  or  a rate  of  13.21,  mars  an  otherwise  satisfactory 
position.  This  increase  appears  to  be  caused  mainly  by  an 
increase  in  deaths  from  cardio- vascular  diseases,  rising  from  23 
c isos  in  1954  to  31  oases  in  1955  and  additional  cancer  deaths 
0 and  13  cases  for  the  corresponding  years. 

Lung  cancer  accounted  for  3 deaths  or  42.86 $ of  all  male 

cancer  deaths. 

No  death  resulted  from  tuberculosis. 

Infectious  diseases  increased  during  the  year,  effected  by 
an  epidemic  of  measlos.  The  incidence  increased  by  83  cases  over 
tho  cases  of  measles  notified  in  1954.  3 cases  of  whooping  cough 

3 of  dysentery,  1 of  erysipelas  and  3 cases  of  food  poisoning  were 

also  registered,  ' ' 

_ Tuberculosis  notifications  increased  from  5 in  1954  to 
6 in  1955  but  there  were  no  fatal  cases. 

The  staff  of  the  Health  Department  have  given  commendable 
service,  and  the  support  and  kindness  I have  received  from  the  Chair- 
man and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  has  boon  greatly  appreciated.

This  sample  of  borehole  water  Is  of  satisfactory 
organic  purity,  the  somewhat  high  free  ammonia  being  character- 
istic of  many  borehole  waters,  and  the  other  constituents  give 
no  indication  of  pollution. 


The  water  is  somewhat  cloudy  and  microscopical 
examinati  r of  the  deposit  shows  it  to  be  almost  entirely  mineral 
matter,  mostly  ferric  oxide.  The  pH  value  is  low  and  the 
water  is  probably  corrosive  to  metals,  but  aeration  would  odidise 
the  iron,  if  it  is  inherent  in  the  water,  and  raise  the  PH 
value  by  discharging  some  of  the  free  carbon  dioxide. 


The  sample  is  somewhat  similar  to  that  examined  In 
October  last,  but  it  contains  no  permanent  hardness,  the  pH  is 
low  and  the  free  ca-bon  dioxide  is  higher.
